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citizens in each of the States.” By this par- 
amount law the Legislature of that Territory 
are limited in their powers. Men who are 
not only citizens, but are also electors in 
New York or New England, cannot be ex- 
cluded trom Oregon by an act of the territo- 
rial legislature there. 

Ile had no time to speak of the prejudices | 
which have so long guided mankind in their | 
legislation and administration of govern- | 
ments; that have sent so many thousands to 
the scaffold and the stake; which have delu- 
ged the world with blood, and stained it with 
crime. [or his own part he would look to 
the moral qualities, to the virtue and the in- 
telligence of those who bear the image of 
God. We would rather associate with the 
man of dark complexion, of exalted intelli-

Of all the severe condemnations ever spo- 
ken of the present course of the Society of 
Friends on the question of slavery, this high 
wrought laudation is the severest. It ought 
to startle every quictist among them from 
his cold conservatism into a prompt and fer- 
vid effort for freedom and humanity; to ef- 
fectually and forever remove from the Socie- 
ty the clinging shame of such praise. Had 
that Society been faithful to its ancient testi- 
monies; up aud doing in the Christian work 
of the age, as zealous for justice and mercy, 
as for language and dress and its religious 
forms, Daniel Webster would never have 
dreamed of fortifying himself in his infa- 
mous betrayal of Freedom by their appro- 
val.

It is not true that the ladies 
jn company with me placed themselves un- 
der the care of the gentleman (ruflian 2) who 
assaulted me, nor of any of the villanous 
party, nor of any body else. It is not true 
that I sneered or spoke to the loafing assail- 
ants. ‘The fiets briefly are these. Myself 
and friends were going to Philadelphia, and 
supposing that the “John Potter” departed 
from New York at twelve o’clock, we rode 
down a quarter before twelve, but found on 
our arrival that we had been mistaken; the 
time of starting being half-past one o’clock.

New School General Assembly. 





The discussion of the Slavery question in the 
Presbyterian General Assembly (N. S.) resulted 
in the passage of the following resolutions : 


_ Resolved. Lbavinte system of slavery as it 
exists in our country, and is interwoven with 
the political institutions of the slaveholding 
States, as fraught with many and great evils to 
the civil, political and moral interests of those 
regions where it exists. 

2d. That the holding our fellow men in the 
condition of slavery, except in those cases where 
it is unavoidable, but compelled by the laws of 
| the State, the obligations of guardianship, the 
| demands of humanity, is an offence in the prop- 
| er import of the term, as used in the Book of 
| Discipline, chap. 1, sec. 3, which should be re- 





garded and treated in the same manner as other 
| offences. 

3d. That the Sessions and Presbyteries are, 
| by the constitution of our church, the courts, or 


| primary jurisdictions for the trial of offences. 
4th. That after this declaration of sentiments, 
| the whole subject of slavery, as it exists in the 
church, be referred to the Sessions and Presby- 
teries, to take such action thereon as in their 
judgment the laws of Christianity require. 

If the Assembly, says the Liberty Party Pa- 
per, by its second resolution means that slave- 
holding authorized by law is to be excepted, it 
simply sets up the law of the State above the 
law of God. The laws of the slave States com- 
pel no man to hold slaves. They simply empore- 
er him to doso. And the Assembly has given 
currency to a falschood in the implied assertion 
of a legal compulsion to hold slaves. “The de- 
mands of humanity,’’ we reckon, haye about as 
much to do with continuing the practice of 
slaveholding, as they have in perpetuating 
drunkenness, theft and robbery. This Gencral 
Assembly is a fair sample of Northern Hunker- 
| dom, sustaining to true Christianity the same 
relation which Doughface Dickinson and Lewis 
Cass do to true Democracy. Such men as 
Chase, Hale and Seward in the Senate, and the 
majority of the Northern Whigs and Democrats 
in the House show more humanity than this 
General Assembly.

West Brooxrietp, June 4, 1850. 
Satie B. Gove anv OTHERS: 

Dear Friends—Your letter of May 13th, di- 
rected to Boston, did not reach me in good time, 
asI was at West Brookfield; so, at this late 
hour, I find myself ready to reply. 

Previous to the reception of your letter, [had 
seen by the papers that Lucretia Mott and my- 
self had been appointed a Committee to go to 
Columbus to the State Convention. At New 
York I saw Lucretia, and had a brief conference 
with her on the subject. We were both then, 
as Iam still, of the opinion, that the object 
which we all so much desire to have accomplish- 
ed, will be effected detter by a Committee from 
your own State. The men who meet to form 
your State Constitution are probably such as do 
not piace Woman higher thar. the common esti- 
mate, and while they might hear arguments 
from you, who are personally affected by the 
character of your Constitution, they would re- 
gard it as positive interference if women from 
other States should appear before them in your 
behalf. Would they not? “Who would be 
free, themselves must strike the blow.” 

Our opinion, I know, is only that of ¢wo per- 
sons, while there are many of you; stilli know 
that you wish us to follow our own judgment. 
Ihave no doubt that there are women among 
you who have given suflicient attention to the 
subject to be able to accomplish a// that could 
be done by any others, and I think that you, 
upon reflection, will be convinced that the cause 
will be served better by delegates from your 
own State. I say this with perfect deference to 
your present opinion. I can enter into your 
feelings, and know the deep interest you have 
in the right settlement of the question ;—and 
your anxiety to procure those as your advocates 
who you supposed had investigated the subject 
most fully, led you to your present conclusion. 
In reality, the question is not bounded by State 
lines. Still, it is so regarded by those who are 
to make the new Constitution. Every woman 
of the race is affected by it, and will be benefitted. 

It is a glorious movement, and from my 
«heart of hearts’’ I thank those who have so 
wisely and benevolently taken this occasion, in 
the midst of reproaches, to make themselves the 
lasting benefactors of the human family, and 
you will have your reward. A//our rights may 
not now be gained, but they will one day be re- 
stored, and the effort you are now making is an 
important instrumentality to hasten that good 
time. Now is the time, while the old Constitu- 


tion is being removed and the new making, to 
strike for equal rights. It is an important mo-

Mr. Mann and Mr. Webster---A hard Tit. 


It is known to the publie that Mr. Webster 
recently addressed a letter to certain gentlemen 
of Newburyport, in which he took occasion to 
comment with great severity upon some opin- 
ions put forth by Horace Mann in his late ad- 
dress to his constituents. As we have not pub- 
lished the Newburyport letter we do not intend 
to copy the reply; but the latter contains one 
or two hits as fair as they are hard, which can- 
not be omitted from our columns. Mr. Mann 
begins by quoting the following passage from 
Mr. Webster's letter: 

Ihave seen a publication by Mr. Horace 
Mann, a Member of Congress from Massachu- 
setts, in which I find this sentence. Speaking 
of the bill before the House, he says: ‘ This 
bill derides the trial by Jury secured by the 
Constitution. A man may not lose his horse 
without a right to this trial, but he may lose his 
freedom. Mr. Webster speaks for the South 
and for Slavery, not for the North and for Free- 
dom, when he abandons this right.””. This per- 
sonal vituperation does not annoy me, but I 
lament to sce a public man of Massachusetts so 
crude and confused in his legal apprehensions, 
and so little acquainted with the Constitution of 
his country as these opinions evince Mr. Mann 
to be. His citation of a supposed case, as in 
point, if it have any analogy to the matter, 
would prove that, if Mr. Mann’s horse stray 
into his neighbor’s field, he cannot lead him back 
without a previous trial by Jury to ascertain the 
right. ‘Truly, if what Mr. Mann says of the 
provisions of the Constitution in this publica- 
tion be a test of his accuracy in the understand- 
ing of that instrument, he would do well not to 
seck to protect his peculiar notions under its 
sanction, but to appeal at once, as others do, to 
that high authority which sits enthroned above 
the Constitution and above the law. 

On this Mr. M. thus comments: 

Mr. Webster “laments to see a public 
man of Massachusetts so crude and confts- 
ed in his legal apprehensions, and so little 
acquainted with the Constitution of his coun- 
try asthese opinions evince Mr. Mann to 
be.” Yet le points out no error of opinion. 
ile specifies nothing as ubpsound. He pre- 
senis uo information, indictinent, bill of par- 
ticulars, or even the “common counts.”— 
Judgement and condemnation alone appear. 
ile seems to have taken it for granted that 
he had only to say J was guilty, and then 
proceed to punish. I protest against and 
impugn this method of proceeding, by any 
man, however high, against auy man, how- 
ever humble. 
tations ” over my crudeness, confusion and 
ignorance, he doubtless meant to deal me a 
mortal blow. ‘The blow was certainly hea- 


het. Polyphemus struck hard blows, but his 
blindness leit the object of his passions un- 
harmed. 

But wherein do these erroneous “ opin- 
ions” cousist, which Mr. Webster does 
not deign to specily, but assumes to con- 
denm? Fortunately, in writing the sen- 
tinees Which he quotes for animadversion, 
I fi llowed the precise meaning of Judge 
Story, as laid down in his Commentaries ; 
and in regard tothe only point which is 
open to a question, I took the eract words of 
that great Jurist. Ile speaks of “the right 
of atrial by Jury, in civil cases,” as an ex- 
isting right before the seventh article of the 





amendment to the Constitution, which pre- 
serves this right “in suits at common law,” 
had been adopted. 3 Comm. 628. Instead 
of transcribing Judge Story’s words, “in 
civil cases,” which present no distinet image 
to common minds, [ supposed the every- 
day case of a litigation respecting a horse, 
which is a ‘civil case; and this ditterence of 
form is the only difference between my lan- 
guage and thatof the learned Judge. ‘I can 
wish Mr. Webster no more fitting retribu- 
tion, alter reposing from this ill-tempered 
attack upon me, than to awake and find that 
it was Judge Story whom he had maligned. 

But the opinion expressed by me on this 
point, does not need the authority of any 
hame to support it; and the illustration 
which IL gave is not only intelligible to every 
sepsible man, but is also apposite. [ said “a 
man may not lose his horse [his property in 
a horse] without a right to this trial.” Mr. 
Webster’s comment is, that this case, “if it 
have any analogy to the matter,” means, that 
if a man’s horse “stray into his neighbor’s 
field, he cannot lead him back without a_previ- 
ous trial by jury, to ascertain the right.” Was 
ever the plain meaning of a sentence more 
exactly changed about, end for end? Mr. 
Webster may pitch summersets with his own 
doctrines, but he has no right to pitch them 
with mine. I said aman may not lose his 
horse, or his property in a horse, without a 
right to the trial by jury. He says I said, a 
man cannot find or retake a lost horse, with- 
outa previous trial! Dulce est desipere in 
loco. Or, it is pleasant to see a grave Sena- 
tor play upon words, but there must be wit to 
redeem it from puerility. 

But the childishness of this criticism is 
not its worst feature. What is the great 
truth which Mr. Webster and his apologists 
attempt here to ridicule? It is that while 
every man amongst us, in regard to any 
piece of property worth more than twenty 
dollars, of which violence or fraud may at- 
tempt to despoil him, has a right to a trial 
by jury, ‘yet aiman’s freedom, and that of 
his posterity forever, may be wrested from 
him, as our law now stands, without such a 
trial. Does not this hold a man’s freedom 
to be of less value than twenty dollars? If 
two adverse claimants contest title to an al- 
leged slave, whose market value is more than 
this sum, each is entitled to a jury to try the 
fact of ownership. But if the alleged slave 
declares that he owns himself; he is debar- 
red from this right. And this truth, or a 
common illustration of it, Mr. Webster and 
his apologists think a suitable topie for 
sneers or pleasantry!

A Failure, was it? 

The Liberty Party Paper, (the exponent of

| rit Smith is the head,) alluding to the boasts of 
| the Brooklyn Eagle, (a Freesoil journal,) that 
| the recent Anniversary of the American Anti- 
Slavery Socicty ‘ was a failure, net even impor- 
tant enough to be abused,’ says: 


So reason madmen. No doubt the Websters, 
and Clays, and Footes, and slaveholders, North | 
and South, think the Garrison meeting at the | 
Tabernacle was a failure. They intended to 
make it a failure, if they washed their hands in 
the blood of the peaceable men and women that 
assembled there. Yes, madmen may regard 
that “meeting as the final struggle of the ultra 
Garrison party.” 

Now, we are not technically of the Garrison 
party, nevertheless we will say that that Anni- 
versary, instead of being a failure, was the be- 
ginning, in our opinion, of a glorious ttiumph. 
The infidel and blasphemous parties of this coun- 
try can produce no moral failure by the interpo- 
sition of adrunken mob. The physical arms of | 
lawless villains, under the guidance of a Christ- 
less Church and a ruined State, may not, and 
can not, crush the moral power of the country. 
On the contrary, as the history of the world 
has proved, as the history of this cause has pro- 
ved, it does but give vigor to the power it in- 
tended to destroy. 

Garrison preached a more effectual lesson at 
the Tabernacle—he has written out a more 
truthful and godly sermon upon the literature | 
of the country—than the orthodox of the schools | 
ever thought of.

slumbers, were quite calm in the belief that 
they would all be saved;,but when within’ 
half a mile of the shore the boat struck a 
sand-bar and could not be got off. All was 
now consternation and despair. The pas- 
sengers plunged madly into the water to es- 
cape the fire, and of 326, less than 40 were 
saved ; 200—most of them emigrants, from 
England, [Ireland and Germany—perished. 
The books were Jost, and no list of the pas- 
sengers exists. Of a colony of 34 English 
people, bound to Medina County, only 3 were 
saved. The captain, his wife, children and 
mother all lost! 

The disaster was witnessed from the shore, 
and one boat—all that could be procured— 
made three trips to the burning wreck, sa- 
ving as many as possible, but only 40 in all. 


Tus Censvs Law. The Census Law of 1850 
is very comprehensive; the information is to 
embrace the population, profession, color, occu- 
pation, place of birth, number of marriages, 
deaths, the persons who can read and write, 
deaf, dumb, blind, insane, slaves, fugitives and 
manumitted; the acres of land improved, the 
eash value of cach farm, the value of farming 
implements and machinery, the live stock, the 
produce during the year ending June 1, 1850, 
and the quantity of each particular article; the 
products of industry and the values; names of 
towns, counties, and cities; the aggregate valu- 
ation of real and personal estate, the amount of 
taxes assessed, the number and character of the 
public schools, the extent of the public libra- 
ries; the number, class, and circulation of the 
periodicals and newspapers; the number of 
criminals; the cost of labor, the average price 
of board to alaboring man per weck, the ave- 
rage payment of a carpenter per day, the ave- 
rage wages of afarm hand, the number and 
value of the churches, &c., forming altogether 
most valuable sources of public information and 
reference.—N. ¥. Mirror. 


Tur Hen Fever.—Few are aware of the 
extent to which the hen fever is now raging 
among our amateur farmers. The California 
fever sinks into oblivion when compared with 
this. Choice hens are now imported for breed. 
A fow days since, an invoice of 35 pounds ster- 
ling came in the Robert C. Winthrop, from 
Liverpool. The merits of the Guilderland, the 
Dorking, or the Cochin China, are daily dis- 
cussed in the railroad cars, and at our fashion- 
able hotels. One young farmer gentleman in 
our vicinity has gone into the fowl business in 
good earnest, and reduced it to a perfect system. 
Eggs are taken in to hatch for so much a head; 
the name of the owner of the eggs and the 
date of their being laid, written upon the out- 
side. Jlens are let to those who have eggs of a 
choice kind, but who have no hens to hatch 
them. $3 and even $4 per dozenis by no 
means an uncommon price for eggs of a choice 
kind.— Boston Trav, 


Great Tunnet.—The great tunnel of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Rail Road, is one of the 
greatest works of civil enginecring now going 
on in the World. It is a few miles from Mor- 
gantown, West Virginia, and is through a 
mountain (fora rail road track,) a mile; and a 
quarter wide. There are already sunk three 
shafts some 20 by 16 feet, and from 175 to 185 
deep. <A large number of hands are enabled to 
go to work, tunnelling through the rock—all of 
which has to be brought up through the shafts, 
except at the two extremes or sides of the 
mountain. They work day and night—one sct 
during the night, and the other by day.

Benevolent Fair. 

Messrs. Editors:—The Ladies of the Anttf- 
Slavery Sewing Circle have resolved to hold a 
sale for the benefit of that Society in Septem- 
ber next and would ask the assistance of all 
friends of the cause to forward their object, by 
such donations of money, goods; or produce of 
any kind, which may be converted into money, 
as they may find it convenient to spare. Al- 
though the whole community profess to be an- 
ti-slavery, it has been with some hesitation 
that this sale has been undertaken, as, owing to 
the difficulties of opinion as to the mode of ac- 
tion on this subject, many of our warmest 
friends think we eannot succeed. But we all 
spend money; and if those who do feel, will 
bear it in mind, and refrain from expending 
their money on different objects, we shall do 
well, 

If the friends of the country will knit and 
send to us some dozens of men’s yarn socks, 
suspenders, mittens, &c., and those in the city 
and vicinity will delay supplying themselves 
for the winter, till they have examined ours, it 
will be the same as money to us. Many of the 
friends have farms, whose produce would be as 
acceptable as moncy, if those in the city will 
give us their support by buying of us instead of 
strangers. This is done in all the Eastern cities, 
at these Fairs, and in this way all work togeth- 
cr for this sacred cause. 

Ours is not a political, but a moral and reli- 
gious movement—the object of our Society be- 
ing to assist with clothing the destitute and op- 
pressed colored people; but more especially, as 
our means shall admit, to lay before the com- 
munity by lectures and the press, the sin and 
evil of slavery, and by all peaceful means to 
labor to abolish it. We have felt the objections 
usually brought against Fairs by all conscien- 
tious people, and shall avoid them by allowing 
no raflling, selling nothing on commission, and 
having a fair return of change; and we know 
the most fastidious will be satisfied that our 
course isa correct one. All trades and callings 
can help usif they will. Let the saddler send 
us some carpet bays or small trunks; the tailor, 
a handsome vest or two; the shoe dealer, chil- 
dren’s little shoes, or gents’ slippers ; the mer- 
chant, silk or neck handkerchiet or a pound of 
sewing silk, the stationer, books or stationery, 
and the china dealer children’s tea scts or some- 
thing in their line ; the cooper, tubs and buck- 
ets; the cutler, pen knives and scissors; the 
brush maker, hair or horse brushes of any kind ; 
the druggist, fancy soap and perfumery; tho 
fancy cealcr, combs of any kind and work bas- 
kets, the cabinet maker, children’s little chairs, 
work boxes, or towel-horses; the tinner, tin 
pans and dippers, the jeweler, salt spoons and 
butter knives; the baker and confectioner, 
cakes, pies, and eandy ; the horticulturist, fruits, 
plants and flowers; the hatter, caps and chil- 
dren’s muffs; the potter, bowls and pitchers > 
the foundry man, iron toys and fire sets; the 
hardware man, preserving kettles and flat irons; 
the grocer, dried fruits, coffee and sugar; the 
milliner, caps and ruffs; soap, candles and 
starch will all come in their place, so that all 
may give of their abundance a little, and by the 
blessing of God it shall come back to them af- 
ter many days.
